SUGAR TRU STS. 
It is estimated that* the sugar trust 
has made a profit of $dO,0OO,UOO during 
the last year in excess of the profits of 
the sugar refiners before the trust was 
formed, all of which came out of the 
people without any return to the people. 
Home one might ,cail that robbery, but 
then the trusts are such harmless little 
creatures. —M inn enpolis Journal. 
It is not difficult to tell how to kill the 
sugar trust, but it seems difficult to do 
the killing. 
Bo long as the demo ­ 
cratic party insist on n attaining a high 
tariff on sugar for the purpose of pleas* 
log one democratic state, just so long 
will there be a sugar trust. 
The time 
will 
ntver 
come 
wk en it 
will 
be justice to maintain a tariff on sugar 
for the simple reason that its production 
rn this country can not be encouraged by 
a tariff. Louisiana is the only state that 
grows the cane from which sugar is made. 
Its production is decreasing rather than 
increasing. 
Not one-tenth part of the 
sugar consumed in the United States is 
I rjdneed 
in Louisiana. 
Why then 
should the tariff be maintained ? 
The principle on which a protective tariff 
is levied on any article is that it will in- 
eonrege tbe production of that article in 
this country. 
Thus the impost duties 
on mannfaotnred iron, silks, woolen 
goods of all kinds, and scores of other 
articles, have increased the manufactures 
in the United States amazingly, so that 
the prices of these 
articles are even 
lower 
now 
than 
they 
were 
under free trade. Put in the case of su­ 
gar its production oannot be increased 
by protection. 
The territory that can 
produce the sugar cane is too limited— 
confided practically to one state. Tbe 
only way the production ct sugar can 
be .encouraged in this country is to 
fol’ow 
tbe 
advice 
of 
Senator 
Sherman and give a government bounty 
to the manufacturers of beet sugar, lf 
Germany and France can make millions 
of tons of beet sugar annually, and make 
it of such a quality that it will bear the 
test c f comparison with the Louisiana 
sugar, why can't the United States do 
the 
same 
thing? The soil is well 
adopted to the growing of tho sugar 
beet, and there is no question as to the 
saooess of tbe manufacture of an excel­ 
lent quality of sugar from it. 
The ma­ 
chinery is well improved. The oost is 
moderate. The growth of tbe beet is not 
as uncertain as that of bops or tobacco, 
while there is far more profit in the bus­ 
iness. 
There are just two ways of breaking 
up tbe sugar trust -reduce the tariff on 
sugar; or begin tbe manufacture 
sugar from beets.

This is the first execution to take place 
under the 'hew law providing that crimi­ 
nals shall bo executed in the strictest 
I privacy and that rib newspaper men shall 
be present, 
The law also makes it ft mis­ 
demeanor for any person to publish more 
than tho bare announcement of tho fact 
that tho criminal has !>eon executed. Tho 
law furthermore provides that all execu­ 
tions shall tako place botwocn tho hours of 
I and !i a. rn. 
Bulow’s last day developed no special 
incident, 
Ho had retirod to rest at I a. 
m. and slept soundly until 8, but ho awoke 
in a rather shaky condition nnd scarcely 
touched his breakfast.

noon ho was less composed than usual, but 
exhibited a great amount of cool nerve. 
Ho did not sing his hymn, as was expected, 
but ho talked with the watcn and seemed 
prepared for the ordeal bcforo him.

south of here.

Bpt aking of tbe relief work at Johns­ 
town tbe New York Mail and Express 
appropriately remarks: For sometime 
after their great disaster the people in 
Johnstown were in a kind of dazed con­ 
dition. All the ordinary conditions of 
life were changed. Families were broken 
up; houses were swept away; mills and 
shops were gone. The ordinary routine 
was altogether upset* There was noth 
ing to do, and nothing to eat or wear cr 
work with, except what was furnished 
by relief committees. 
At last, however, there has been a re­ 
sumption of the usual habits of life. The 
Oambna Iron Woiks and the Car Spring 
Works, upon which most of the work­ 
ingmen depended for their livelihood, 
have resumed operations. Houses or 
shanties have been built to live in .stores 
have been put up and stocked with goods 
and the ordinary routine has begun 
•gain. 
Meantime, as Governor Beaver says 
“Since June I, no man, woman or ohilc 
in Johnstown bas gone hungry, naked 
or without shelter.” If any one wants 
to know 
what 
good 
the 
vast 
contributions 
sent 
in 
from all 
parts of the land have done, there is 
the answer in one short sentence; an an­ 
ti wtr complete and altogether satisfac­ 
tory. That there were mistakes made at 
Johnstown nobody doubts. 
It is hu­ 
man to err. On the whole, however, the 
affairs there, especially ainee the state 
took charge of them, have been well 
managed. Tbe people have been pro­ 
tected against hunger and nakedness &Dd 
exposure to the elements. 
They nave 
been helped until now they are able once 
more to belp themselves.

Bismarck, D. T., July 19.—A proposi­ 
tion was introduced in tho constitutional 
convention taxing by uniform rule all 
moneys, credits, and investments in bonds, 
stocks, joint-stock companies, or other­ 
wise, and all personal property according 
to its true value in money, but improve­ 
ments and cultivation of the soil shall not 
be considered when arriving at tho cash 
value of lands. 
O ^ r articles introduced 
propose that executive nominations shall 
bo considered in open session of the Senate; 
mako tho keeping of a labor black-list a 
felony; prohibit trusts under penalty of 
forfeiture of charters and franchises; and 
establishing boards of arbitration to de­ 
cide differences between corporations and 
employes. 
The joint commission for tho division of 
property between iho States of North and 
South Dakota met again, but is still a long 
way from an agreement as to tho basis of 
division. 
The dispute is now over which 
of tho two sections has received most from 
tho government. 
Sioux F a l l s , D. T., July IO.—The only 
busings before the convention was the re­ 
ception of reports from minor committees. 
Tho judiciary committee bas voted to 
divide the Stato into eight judicial dis­ 
tricts. 
H elena, M. T., July 19.—Reportsfrora 
committees were received by tho conven­ 
tion favoring the following propositions:

Boise City, Idaho, July 19.—Commit 
tees are fast reporting drafts of sections 
for the constitution to tho convention. The 
education committee reports in favor of 
free schools and against religious tests for 
teachers or pupils.

A few days ago a 
packago 
came to tho office addressed 
“ Cain.” 
No jiorson (living thoro bearing 
that name, ho returned it to tho sender. 
A man named Burrows callod for tho 
packago yesterday, and boing told it had 
been returned askod Gray if ho Iqad soon 
its icontents. 
Gray said yes, upon which 
Burrows shot him, and thon attempted to 
shoot Mrs. Gray and her sister. 
Gray said 
tho packago had come to tho office partly 
open aud ho could not help seeing that it 
contained a white mask. 
Gray also said 
Burrows was the samo Rube Burrows, tho 
Arkansas train robber, who escaped from 
the officers at Montgomery, Ala., a year 
or so ago. 
It will 1*0 remembered that Bubo and 
Jim were in Montgomery and a police 
officer had them in charge, taking them to 
police headquarters. 
At the foot of the 
steps both dashed for liberty, Rubo escap­ 
ing, shooting a printer namod Bray, who 
tried to intercept them. 
Rubo was subse­ 
quently surrounded and shot by tho offi­ 
cers, but disappeared in tho swamps, since 
which timo ho has not I eon heard of till 
now.

D ayton, Ohio, July I*).—Secret service 
men in disguise havo tor a long timo been 
dickering with Nelson Driggs and his wife, 
who keop tho United Statos hotel in the 
country two miles from hero, for $21,000 
in counterfeit money. 
To-day tho deal 
was to bo effected, and it now develops 
that the notorious counterfeiter, 
Jim 
Guyon for whom tho Government has boon 
looking for nine years, brought tho bogus 
monoy hero for delivery. 
Whilo So -ret 
Service Officer John S. Roll was in the 
hotel eight othor detectives surrounded the 
building to arrest tho gang. 
Guyon re­ 
mained in hiding in tho woods and as soon 
os ho discovered tho trap that had been 
laid for him ho l>egan to retreat, firing ns 
ho ran through tho thicket. 
Tho officers 
returned tho firo and forty shots were thus 
discharged. 
Officer A. Donnells of Vir­ 
ginia was shot on tho right side of the 
head, but not fatally. 
Guyon escaped, 
though it was thought he was wounded. 
Nelson Driggs, who is an old offender, and 
his wife and Mrs. Mary Brown arc under 
arrest, and Officer Boll secured $25,000 of 
the bogus monoy. 


CHARGED W IT n CONSPIRACY. 


Colorado Officials Arrested for Defraud­ 
ing the State. 
D enver, Col., July IS.—Tho grand 
jury, which has boon investigating charges 
of corruption against State officials in con­ 
nection with tho purchase of supplies aud 
furniture for the use of tho last general 
assembly, adjourned last night. 
In their 
report they severely criticised the accused 
officers, and to-day warrants wero issued 
for tho arrest of Secretary of Stato James 
Rico, Shoriff Weber and his partner, 
Georgo H. Graham of tho furniture houso 
of Graham & Weber, who furnished tho 
legislative rooms; W. H. Lawrence & Co., 
who supplied tho assembly with station­ 
ery, and Stato Printers Collier & Cleve­ 
land, all being charged with conspiracy to 
defraud the State. 
Secretary Rice and 
Sheriff Weber are now in the East and 
could not bo served with warrants, but 
others were arrested and gave bail|in sums 
ranging from $1,000 to $1,500. 


CAUGHT THE FIRE-BUG. 


An Incendiary Jew eler Run Down After 
A ttem pting to Commit Suicide. *.■ _ 
B a n g o r , Maine, July 19.—Charles S. 
Gilman, a jeweler occupying part of Dr 
C. S. Philbrick’s drug store at East 
Corinth, eighteen railes north of horo, has 
I teen arrested on the charge of causing tho 
firo which destroyed tho business portion 
ef that town tho night of July ll. 
It has been discovered that Gilman had 
been systematically robbing the drug 
store, and becoming foarful of detection 
removed all the valuables from tho safe, 
drilled holes in the lock to mako it appear 
tho work of burglars, and then set fire to 
the building. 
Gilman, finding his crime 
known, started for Canada, but, boing 
closely pressed, 
attempted suicide by 
jumping into a mill pond, but was pulled 
out and lodged in jail.

Gen. Crook stopped tho discussion by 
sending for tho rolls, 
nnd invited such 
Indians as wished 
to 
sign to do bo. 
Chasing Crow stepped forward and said 
th at he was in favor of tho bill and took 
up tho pen. 
This was I ho signal for an 
angry outburst from tho Cherry Creek 
band, who began to crowd around the 
table where tho rolls wero spread out. 
Two painted Indians sprang to tho front, 
ono brandishing a large club, nnd threat­ 
ened to brnin any ono who signed. 
Gen. 
Crook stood near with his hand on a heavy 
chair, prepared to knock the Indian at tho 
first hostile demonstration, when ho was 
arrested by tho polite aud hurried out of 
tho pavilion. 
Gen. Crook spoko forcibly for a few mo­ 
ments, 
Ho told them that this commission 
had been rent hero by tho President for tho 
purposoof explaining an net of Congress, 
and that it had done its duty. 
If any ono 
did not understand, tho commissioners were 
ready at any timo to explain. 
If any one 
wanted to sign he should bo allowed to do 
so; that matters wero in a bad shape if a 
lot of 
breech-clouted 
blanket Indians 
who had just corno on tho reservation, 
and 
who caroli for nothing so long 
as they got enough to eat. were allowed 
to prevent there Indians, wno were trying 
to provide for the future of their children, 
from signing. 
Ho said if tho polico could 
not protect them ho would bring men here 
who could; that be wnntod it distinctly 
understood that thoso who chore to sign 
Would bo protected. 
This 
effectually 
silenced the disturbance. 
Tho polico pre­ 
vented the crowd from pressing too close­ 
ly around tho signing Indians and opened 
a large lane for them through tho hostile 
faction. 
Signatures were taken rapidly 
for an hour and are continuing slowly. 
There were ono hundred signers up to 5 
p. rn. 
The opposition here Is thoroughly 
crganizod and has tho support of the m a­ 
jority of the polico fore© and of all the 
wealthy half-breeds. 
A t other agencies 
tho half-breeds have been, as a rulo, in 
favor of the bill and tho polico force its 
stanchest friends.

aro usod; abroad low speeds oro aimed at. 
Concentric cables aro cl ai-rod as l>ost, on 
tho theoretical grounds for tho elimination 
of indued currents, as their reaction upon 
ono another is necessarily strongest in tho 
axis of tho current. 
A perfect motor is claimed as essential 
to an extended use of tho incandescent 
light, as the constant system only works 
satisfactorily in commercial lighting whon 
closing hours aro noarly uniform. 
Tho most rseful work of tho electrical 
congress at Paris is thought to lie among 
standards and measurements, as tho oloc- 
tro-statlc and electro dynamite systems 
aro in a by no means satisfactory condition 
at present. 
Tho buroau of navigation of tho navy 
department is about to begin tho prepara­ 
tion of plans for lighting by electricity tho 
Miantonomnh, 
Monadnock, Potrel, and 
Vesuvius, for which 
purpose Congress 
appropriated $55,(K)0. 
Prof. Forbes declares that tho only typo 
of underground cables apparently suitable 
tor permanent work aro either bare coppor 
supported on insulators or clso vulcanized 
india rubber, or perhaps okonitc.

FOOTGEAR GF NATIONS. 


In tho ninth and tenth centuries tho 
common form of shoo in Europe was tho 
wooden shoe. 
Tho Egyptians had shoos or sandals 
undo ordinarily of leather, but some­ 
times of palm leavos or papyrus. 
Chinoso persons of rank wear boots with 
thick solos and legs of fine cloth or silk 
that roach half way up to tho knoo. 
Tho Japanese in their houses wear light 
shoos or slippers, with wovon soles without 
heels, or elso go in their stocking feet. 
Wooden shoos, or sabots, aro worn now 
among tho peasants in many countries of 
Europe. 
Their 
advantage is in their 
cheapness and durability. 
Among tho southern Indians, where no 
protection is noedo.l from the cold, a shoe 
is mado consisting simply of a sole of thick 
hide hound on tho feet by thongs. 
There aro a variety of boots and shoes 
used in China. 
Tho common shoo is made 
of thick heavy folt, with a still thicker 
solo mado of woven straw or layers of felt. 
In the sixteenth century boots wero gen­ 
erally worn in England and France and 
tho boots of tho cavaliers wero mado with 
enormously wide tops that were rolle I or 
folded ovor.
